Feeling too tired to put on my seven-leagued 
boots snd bound back over oceans and continents 
to oonsider tbe heroes snd heroines of Troy, 
Greeos and Rom* I called tbe Professor to 
the women of Minnesota, teaching for $600 
a year in tbe public schools, with no Laander 
swimming the Mississippi to rescue them from 
their lives of monotoDoui ‘poverty Bummoned 
to bis native land, the Professor was fired anew 
with eutbifsiasni over our late war. and in the 
exuberanoe of his chivalry he aaid it was fought 
out of tbe depths of man a love for woman , 
for our firesides snd our homes.

He wa« emancipated and en- 
franchised, sod made tbe judge, juror and law- 
giver for all womankind . but prsy what new 
honor, right, or privilege did woman secure 
from tbe first gun at Bumler to the final cap- 
ture of Jeff. \ liana in petticoats* W» pause 
for s reply. The Fifteenth Amendment tbe 
great moral measnre on which the republican 
partv specially plume* itself, is tbe establifb- 
ment of an aristocracy of sex, reducing woman 
to tbe condition of a serf, practically placing 
the wives, mothers snd daughters of this repute 
lie under a Foreign yoke. * Bo much for tbe 
chivalry of the nineteenth century 

Going to Bt Cloud, where the laat bridge 
apans tbe Mississippi in tbe north, even there 
I found tbe women in rebellion. As Senator 
Waite, who was woman's champion in tbe Iasi 
legislsture, resides there, be may fairly be held 
responsible for tbe social revolution now in- 
augurated in that flounahing town The Nona 
tor's highly intellectual wife stands like s pillar 1 
of strength and beauty by his side I bad tbe 
honor of being introduced to tbe audience by 
tbe Senator.

how much more geoprona and self-sacrificing 
people are trained in fhis school, than in lorury 
and ease ; and yet we are all straggling to se- 
care for oar children tbe very conditions in 
life that will enfeeble both mind and body, and 
pervert tbe whole moral being. 

With one long stride stepped into Ripon, 
Wisconsin, a beaafifal town with a pleasant j 
circle of tbe faithful. Under the hospitable 
roof of Dr. Htone, a distinguished homoeopathic 
physician, a delightful surprise was prepared 
for me. Entering my room, a tall, fine-looking 
woipan popped from behind tbe door and em- 
braoed me with a mn, covering my face with 
kiaaes and tears.

about to dispense to waiting guest* a much 
vaunted melon, to find that nothing but the 
rind remained I Poor Martha ! bow she blushed 
when she learned her mistake. Now she raises 
all kinds of melons, and eats them too, and 
knows what to throw sway. Martha and her 
daughter, sixteen, are both ready to vote. 

Alter my lecture in Ripon, a lady came to 
(he platform, as she said, to ask roe one ques- 
tion that to her seemed hedged about with dif- 
ficulties : " How ooqld women with half admen 
babies go to Cong r ess ?” I replied, that I thought 
in most Congressional districts there might he 
found one woman without such appendages. 

In every community (here are large numbers of 
old maids (generally the roost intelligent class), 
widows, and women pa«t the age of forty-five 
who have ceased bearing children.

It says, "lo 
this country the reform must precede the amend- 
ment must be fought out first " By which we 
are to understand that Congress has nothing to 
do with reform, and that to move a measure t > 
promote it, even though it be one so important 
n* the enfranchisement of woman, is ont of 
plaoe, ia out of order, if not indeed, a censura- 
ble offence.

When the 
American Board of Commissioner* for Foreign 
Missions was arraigned for it* complicity with 
slavery, it defended itself on the ground that

fere with it. And so the Creek. Cherokee and 
Ohoctaw Mission Churches were made up. in 
considerable measure, of alaveboldera In lMfi. 
the Board at ita annual meeting was compelled 
by the growth of anti -slavery sentiment to apol- 
ogize for its ronrse and that of ita missionaries 
It apiKiinted an imposing committee with Rev 
Dr. Woods of Andover Tbelogioal Heminary as 
(Chairman, to investigate and report The sub- 
stance of that report was contained in a single < 
sentence as afterward* simplified and rendered 
by a member of the Board itself, namely : "That 
It ia the duty of this Board to prosecute the 
work of seeing souls, without interfering with 
the civil condition of society any /aider than the 
enngcle.naee n/ lh- people become enliqhtmnd. ** And 
on that philosophy the church acted, not only on 
the subject of slavery but also of polygamy in 
the Mission Churches For in IMA the Board 
ws* again memorialized on that subject also. 
And s committee wss a| 'pointed to make ■ re- 
port., Chancellor Walworth of New York, being 
chairman As was expected, the report cloaked 
the sin It was fonnd that polvgmmists were 
iri the mission churches and the counts o( the 
missionaries was sustained by s unanimous vote 
of the Board There was some discuasian. but 
Chancellor Walworth and Dr. Tyler silenced 
every clamor by a single remark, each The 
former said. " Polygamy is common in Turkey, 
and cases may arise there In Nr* York polyg- 
amy is felony, but there it is lawful " And Rev j 
J>i Tyler, an instructor of ministers and mi* j

Tn Won aw L w or f T U BL — From present indi- 
cation#, we ebon Id say that ibe next ten yean 
threaten a visitation terrible u that of the 
seventeen year* locusts, end likely to be of 
much lunger duration, in the ahape of swarms 
of women lecturer*. Women who cannot write 
a respectable newepaper article, think they can 
win fame and fortune upon tbe platform, just 
aa the degenerate eciona of noble English 
families, wfio were not considered good for 
anything else, fo.md a resource in tbe chorch. 

Lecturing is gradually acqoiring the dignity 
of a profession in this country, and those wo- 
men who posasese the nstnral end acquired 
qualifications, will find in it a field of honorable 
and useful activity ; but aaooeaafal oratory re- 
quires a combination of rare qualifications, 
which few men or women possess, and, though 
individuals of either sex may be galvanised 
into a certain brief and ephemeral notoriety* 
yet it requires tbe possession and exercise of 
extraordinary faculties to render such success 
permanent. 

The latest aspirant for oratorical honors is 
Miaa Lillian C. Edgorion, whose romantic ap- 
pellation would Beera to belong to some school 
girl of the blonde type, but who is really a ma- 
ture young woman, of large, firm figure, pre- 
possessing, somewhat English face, and chee- 
nut brown hair, which she wears in curia over 
a fashionable chignon. 

Mims Kdgarion has been spoken of aa tbe first 
prominent woman opponent of Woman Suf- 
frage ; and tbe extravagant and fulsome praise 
bestowed upon her in oertam quart era, seemed 
to intimate a desire to furce*her into that posi- 
tion. Her own declaration ol principles, as 
contained in her lecture, delivered recently at 
Cooper Institute, does not justify this assump- 
tion at all. Her ground was precisely that of 
Mrs. Croly iu her Womau'a Parliament (upon 
which, indeed, her whole idea was based), via., 
that education for business and public life 
should come before Suffrage, and that this edu 
cation, this aptitude, should lie secured by as- 
sociations of women among theme dvea. corres- 
ponding to the woman "council*," which the 
Parliament leaders recommend -that women 
form in every city, town, and village, for the pur- 
pose of corn cling public evil#, suggesting pracii- 
cal remedies, and aecuring working organisations 
among women, which could send their delegates 
to parliament, and by their unity acquire a 
moral power and atrsngth which would compel 
considers < ion and attention to their demands 

Miss Kdgarion embodies this idea of female 
organisation in her lecture, and recommends it 
strongly, hut in the very next breath disavow* 
it utterly, and decla#es that the onlv attraction 
nm<mg women is the " attraction of repulsion, 
and goes on with a lame and very antiquated 
piece of clap-trap, to the effect that all women 
are hard on their own sex. diaw their aknt* 
sway bom contact, etc , etc 1 his mngolar in- 
conatatency gives to her lecture a cunousl’ 
patchy and piece-work effect. It appears to b* 
the work of other minds than her own. m at 
any rata, to endtndy crudely the thoughts of to- 
tally distinct claaaea of persona 

l et hal* the reiteration of the false and worn 
out at ii IT six nit women's falsity and cruelly 
inwards each other was simply Intended a> a 
clever little Uick to " bring down the house. ' 
a* t( tie vet tails tn do. in an audience where 
men are preeent , but it la a sort of jugglery 
that dtaguat* eenmtde women, and waa exceed 
ingly out ol testa from a woman who takas tbs 


modern stand-point hi re gar d to her own mi, 
and owes all tbe possibilities of her future to 
what they have aef xeved in the pant 

How men can continue to repost tbe false 
hood of woman's iniwxtice to women, in face of 
l he every-day facte they know to tbe contrary, 
ta only to be explained upon tbe presumption 
that it amta them to take that view of tbe qova 
trn ; bn*, for a woman to repeft tbe slander, 
is treachery to her sex. as well as disregard of 
truth. 

Who but women founded the •• Homes for (be 
Friend leas ' the " Institutes for Fallen Women?* 
Who bat sneb women as Mrs. Richmond, who 
lies dead, un honored, and unsung, have devoted 
fortune, strength, life, to the unthankful and 
ill requited task of re*e ning tbe victims of 
men's lust from tbe abyss of degradation into 
which they have fallen ? And why iv tbe task 
of such women unthankful and ill-requited ’ 
Because, in Ibeir poverty, they cannot offer the 
premium to virtue that man offers to vice. 

Is the woman who slandrrw her whole sex, be- 
fore hundreds, any b*t*er than she wbo whis- 
pers the poisoned venom in the ear of one ? 

Miaa Edgarton lacks one essential qualification 
for her work, and that is purpowe and earnest- 
ness in the prosecution of it. It is in this 
respect particularly that Anna Dickinson. in 
her inspired utterances, towers so immeasurably 
above her. Miaa Adds E Diclnnaon ta a pro- 
phet, wailing, warning, beseeching.. or a mother 
threatening and entreating, ber heart, her soul, 
id her magnetic eyes, in ber vibrating voice— 
Mim Edgarton is a carefully-trained elocution- 
ist, with a fine voice, a good manner, when it 
acquires more freedom, and ideas which she 
seems to have appropriated from a vaiiety of 
aour res. and put together in s somewhat incon- 
gruous way ; but she gives evidence of ability, 
which only requires experience and a high ob- 
ject to render ber a glorious acquisition to the 
ranks ol enfranchised and independent working 
women .

This wa* 
largely owing she thought to the judicious man- 
agement of the professor* of each college. 

The president read an article from the pm of 
Mr. Ware, in which he accuses women of nn- 
cbaritableneei, selfishness, idleness, rapidity, a 
vain deairc to lie admired, in tact, being a* a 
class wholly deficient in all the qualities hith- 
erto Opposed to constitute the essential baai* 
of female character.
